Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on September 23, 2008, has been entered and 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the instant application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the combination of the limitations as set fourth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of: 

an electrically conductive and optically transparent layer over the substrate; an 
aluminum layer directly over the electrically conductive and optically transparent layer; 
and a metallic protective layer over the aluminum layer. 

Regarding claims 2-9, claims 2-9 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 10, the references of Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the combination of the limitations as set fourth in claim 10, and specifically comprising 
the limitation of: 

an aluminum layer over the electrically conductive and optically transparent layer; 
and a metallic protective layer over the aluminum layer, wherein the protective layer is

made of a material selected from the group consisting of chromium, chrome alloys, 
nickel, and cobalt. 

Regarding claims 11-14, claims 11-14 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 10 because of their dependency status from claim 10. 

Regarding claim 15, the references of Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the combination of the limitations as set fourth in claim 15, and specifically comprising 
the limitation of: 

an aluminum layer directly over the electrically conductive and optically 
transparent layer; and a protective layer over the aluminum layer. 

Regarding claims 1 6-20, claims 1 6-20 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 15 because of their dependency status from claim 15. 

This limitation has not been found, taught, or suggested by the prior art of the 
record which it makes this claim allowable over the prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed September 23, 2008, with respect to claim 1 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn.
